Applicant is 
reminded that prosecution was closed in that Office Action in accordance practice under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, 
(Comm'r Pat. 1935). Therefore, applicant's extensive revision of claim 1, including the removal of critical elements in the claim, and 
the addition of claims 20-22, is an impermissible attempt to reopen prosecution. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned 
reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS

The information disclosure statement filed 5/6/2009 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .97(d) because it lacks the fee set forth in 37

above, the previous Office Action closed prosecution, in accordance with practice under Ex Parte Quayle, therefore, the cerrtification 
and fee were required. 
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
